The incident was a part of a 
demonstration conducted by the Revo- 
lutionary Communist Youth Brigade, a 
campus group, along with some ILrani- 
an students. : 
Debbie Hollister, a member, said 
the organization is the the youth group 
of the Revolutionary Communist Party 
of the U.S.A. 7 
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She said the Iranian students in- 
volved were not part of an organized 
group. Members of a second organiza- 
tion, The National United .Workers 
Organization were also involved in the;

Hagan said the incident “happened 
very quickly. They walked in, one 
student read a statement, a second 
student — a girk — stepped: forward 
and threw the paint’and they walked: 
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OSU student Co: 
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“I don’t think Iranians were- in-: 
volved in the paint throwing,” he said. ! 
“At least, I didn't see Iranian students : 
in the group. The students didn’t look! 
like Iranians. —- - ; 

-A CIA spokesman in Langley, -Va., 
‘said Ms. Iacelli is a professional 
recruiting officer. She has been on 
college campuses before and her trips 
are arranged through college place 
_ment offices. - 

“There is nothing unusual about it. 
We do it nationwide,” the CIA spokes- | 
man said. “She was overt about what |
